Hay is one of tile most im portant 
farm crops and the cheapest feed. 
M T H artm an, county farm agent 
I joint rd out today. Good hay m eans 1 
better health and higher produc- ! 
lion, often w ith less grain and less 
expensive protein concentrates, 
he 
continues. 
The rood feeder tries to 
grow plenty of the best kind of hay. 
preferably clover and alfalfa 
Even 
tim othy, however, can be m ade fair­ 
ly good feed bv intelligent m anage­ 
m ent. T he best of hay crops can be 
nearly ruined by the lack of it. Care 
an d forethought cost n o th in g but 
m ean m uch 
T hree points should be 
kept in m ind: <1* Early cutting in ­ 
creases the protein content, digesti­ 
bility, and feeding value of any hay 
crop w ith little reduction in to n ­ 
nage; <2> Good, green color m eans 
greater palatability and food value 
and higher carotene and vitam in 
content, and *3> the leaves and finer 
p arts are very easily lost but they 
are the highest in protein and the­ 
be,st p art of the hay. 
Alfalfa is higher in protein w hen 
cut early, but if 
harvested before 
o n e-ten th to one-half in bloom, the 
vigor and life of the stand may be 
reduced and curing is m ore difficult, 
H artm a n said 
W here alfalfa does 
not grow too well. and w here a long­ 
lived stand is desired, w ait until it 
is at least half in bloom, and cut 
only twice in n o rth er ncounties. 
Red clover should be cut in full 
bloom for m axim um tonnage, pro­ 
tein production, digestibility and the 
m axim um second crop 
Alsike may 
stand a little longer w ithout serious I 
deterioration. 
Tim othy should be cut w hen in 
th e purple bloom stage for highest 
protein 
content 
and 
digestibility. 
Late cutting increases the tonnage 
very little, reduces digestible protein 
o n e-th ird and is largely responsible 
for the poor reputation of tim othy 
as a feed. 
H artm an advises fu rth er: 
"Never let dew or rain fall on p a rt­ 
ly cured hay in the sw ath or serious 
bl ca chin'’ and loss of food and v ita­ 
m in content is Inevitable. 
R ake be­ 
fore night all haw mown in the 


hay raked into sm all windrows, four 
to eight hours a lte r cutting, will cure 
alm ost a 
fast as if left in the swath, 
and can often be stored the second 
day 
Raking before the leaves be­ 
come dry and brittle prevents their 
loss. 
T he aid passing through the 
windrow' dries th r stem s alm ost as 
lust as direct sunlight. 
If a heavy

soon 
as 
possible

mowing 
Heavy or wetted windrows may need 
to be turned over on the dry ground 
to get th eir bottom s properly cured.

Chopped alnuin is a decided fire h az­ 
ard unless very thoroughly cured 
S alting hay, not over 20 pounds of j 
salt per ton. m ay help reduce m old- !

pliable and palatable; 
but salting j 
will not take the place of adequate

If the hay crop is heavy. ;
